The examiner informed appiicant that the proposed Amendment afer Final would not be entered for the purpose of appeal 
since, e.g., it introduces new matter such as the bracket 16 in the paragraph starting on page 9 of the specification. 

Applicant contended that the louver guide 14, 15, 38-46 of Andronis is fixed, meanwhile, applicant's louver guide 4. 1- 

4.4 is movable. The examiner pointed out that Fig. 4 of Andronis shows that when the lever 6 of Andronis is moved, the 
elements 14 and 15 are moved therewith, consequently, the guide 39-42 is moved therewith. On the other hand, e.g., 

applicant's Fig. 3 shows that applicants guide or rollers 4. 1-4.4 are fixed to the support 5. 1 and 5.2. The examiner 

would provide applicant with a translation of Andronis reference in due course.
